It is 
believed, however, that there 
is every hope of securing un- 
animous adoption of the offer 
by the district concerned when 
the matter is gone thoroughly 
into. It would certainly divert 
ap enormous amount of tourist 
traffic to the proposed route.

Importance of 
Thinning Vegetables 


(Experimental Farms Note) 

Beginners in vegetable gardening 
are almost sure to make the mistake 
not only of sowing seed much to 
thickly, but also of leaving the plants 
too thick in the row. A very large 
amount of seed is wasted each year 
because of this and failure to have 
plants develop properly is another 
result of more consequence to the 
sower of the seeds than the waste of 
seed. Thinning of all vegetables is 
desirable as soon us the plants are 
large enough to catch hold of, that is, 
quite small. used 
even though the plants are thick, but 
to have satisfactory individual plants 
of leaf lettuce the plants should be 
thinned to five or six inches apart, 
and the plants of head lettuce should 
be thinned to eight inches or more 
apart, 


Lettuce can be

Make Your Priming Coat 


By a primary coat is meant the 
first, or primary, coat of paint or 
varnish on any surface of wood, 
metal or plaster, The first object of 


the priming coat is to stop most of | 
the suction, present to a great extent | 


in wood and plaster, so that the fin- 
ishing coats will stand out with a 
uniform degree of gloss, or, in the 


| case of flat-wall paint, with a uni- 


form degree of flatness. 

In this connection, please note that 
no such uniformity can be obtained 
until the porous nature of the sur- 


can only be advanced from the cov- 
ering or hiding viewpoint,—a defect 
which can be easily remedied by an 
additional coat. But if too thick a 
priming coat is applied, a dozen 
coats will not cover up the blunder, 
because it will be exposed by the al- 
most inevitable result—peeling of 
the paint from the surface. 

When in doubt — thin priming 
coats.

Ottawa.—For the first time since 
the creation of the National Rail- 
ways system, the government of the 
@ay, through a responsible minister, 
pledged itself to the policy of re- 
adjusting the capitalization of the 
public owned railway. 

In the special committee of the 
House of Commons which deals with 
accounts of the National Railways, 
this question was discussed, and 
Hon. Charles A. Dunning, minister ot 
railways, stated unequivocally that 
he regarded the recapitalization of 
the system as being of “very great 
tmportance” and that the govern- 
ment desired at the earliest possible 
moment to deal with it. 

Curiously enough, opposition to 
the recapitalization of the National 
Railways arose immediately from 
Conservative members of the com- 
mittee, R. B. Hanson, Conservative 
member for York-Sunbury, who has 
taken a leading part In the work of 
the committee, at once asserted that 
the carrying out of such a policy 
would bring demands for reductions 
fn rates. He thought this was a very 
strong argument against any action 
being taken.

Alberta’s Newspapers 


(Calgary Albertan) 

Not all the alleged ‘‘jokes” that 
have been cracked at the expense of 
the small town newspaper can be 
applied to the weekly press of Alberta. 
In fact, most of the so-called rural 
newspapers of today are in their little 
way excellent examples of modern 
journalistic methods, well written 
and carefully edited. Most of the 
jibes about the small town paper are 
unfortunate legacies to which these 
publications are heirs, They are 
handed down from the days of the 
Bugle” and the “Epitaph” and they 
belong witb the two-gun cowpuncher 
and the dear, dead things of Wild 
West litrachoor. 

‘Today the editor of the small town 
newspaper in Alberta and the other 
Western provinces gives himself to 
his task just as devotedly as his col- 
leagues on the city daily. In fact, 
the main difference between them in 
some cases is simply that the one is 
publishen weekly and the other daily. 
The weekly newspaper, of course, 
makes little effort to cover the world 
field—why should it since the news of 
the great world outside has been 
served daily by the dailies which come 
out from the city? But in the field of 
community affairs the country news- 
paper has a must important task to 
fulfil and for the most part it is fulfil- 
ling it well. Of course, the smaller 
the community the more difficult the 
answer to the all-important question, 
“What is news?” In tne town of 300 
or 400 population the item that Jack 
Thomson is painting his barn red is 
not really so very amusing; it is 
probably quite an event, 

It is through the medium of the
